Philosophy Professor 
Tells Of Ministry 


Do you know Dr. Faurot? He is 
a Philosophy teacher on our campus 
But did you know that he is also an 
ordained minister? 

In 1947 when he received a posi- 
tion at Missouri Valley College, he 
began his teaching career. And in 
1954 he accepted an assistant pro- 
fessorship at Sacramento State Col- 
lege, and toaay holds a full profes- 
sorship in the Philosophy depart- 
ment. 

Prior to his teaching career, Dr 
Faurot was the pastor of a small 
parish in Kansas. The duties of a 
pastor of a small parish are many. 
He must attend to sick, perform 
funerais, formulate and run youth 
groups, attend varieties of meetings 
and social hours, plus the usual job 
of preaching and teaching. 

With this knowledge in mind I 
asked Dr. Faurot why he had ‘eft the 
pastorate for the college campus? 
Dx. Faurot answered, ‘| just couldn't 
cope with the obligations of the 
pastorate. | am not a pushy person, 
and in many ways a pastor must be 
pushy or the work just doesn’t get 
done. I did not mind the bedside 
work, and rather enjoyed the preach- 
ing, but I just could not lead a youth 
group. After careful consideration, 
I found that I was much more in- 
terested in the academic side, that 
is the theology and preaching, than 
any of the other work. Therefore, I 
decided to leave the ministry, at

3.4 Million Complex 


To Be Ready In 1967 


A 3.4 million dormitory and dining- 
commons project set to increase cam- 
pus residence capacity to more than 
1,150 by the fall of 1967 was 
announced recently by John R. Cox, 
executive dean. 

Preliminary plans drawn by San 
Francisco architects Reid and Tarics 
were approved by the State College 
Board of Trustees, meeting in Los 
Angeles March 3 and 4, and are now 
being studied by the Federal Housing 
and Hume Finance Agency. 

Two dormitories, one each for men 
and women, will tower 100 feet 
above the campus on land adjacent 
to the American River. College 
Officials say the nine-story structures 
will in time become easily identifiable 
landmarks for visitors to the campus 
from miles around. 

New Concept 

The resident towers, unique in 
design and purpose, will bring a new 
concept in living to campus residents 
In each, the ground floor will be de 
voted to a lobb:’, lounge, head resi- 
dent quarters and mainentance 
facilities 

Each remaining eight 
floors will be divided into four theo- 
retical houses with 62 
residents each. Every “house” will 
have a quiet student room, sound. 
proof typing room and suites of 
bedroom-studies with adjoining bath 
for four or six students and a tiny 
kitchen in which snacks and coffee 
can be prepared. 

Resident Cottage 

In addition to construction of the 
two towers, pians are in the offing 
to build a resident cottage for senior 
and graduate women. The first of 
several planned to fill future housing 
needs for students, the cottage will

A two-story dining-commons will 
be built on a circular plan, with a 
spiral staircase winding up to a dining 
hall which will hold 1,200 students. 
The buttom floor of the structure 
will be the lobby and commons. 

With the cost of the new facilities 
expected to be amortized from stu- 
dent residence fees, financing for the 
residence halls and dining-commons 
will be forthcoming from the Federal 
Housing and Home Finance Agency, 
Cox said.
